Nearly one hundred people attended i 
an important meeting Monday of the i 
Supervisors and taxpayers of San Ma¬ 
teo countv, called for the purpose of 
discussing wavs and means for the re¬ 
pair of the handsome court house, which 
was seriouslv damaged by the earth¬ 
quake. After the matter had been 
thoroughly thrashed out, and prominent 
citizens had voiced their opinions, a com¬ 
mittee of five was appointed to ascrlain 
precisely how much of the old build¬ 
ing could t>e utilized. The committee, 
which consists of the members of tHe 
board, will report at the conclusion of 
its investigations, when it is expected 
that steps looking toward a bond 
issue will betaken. The general senti¬ 
ment of the people of this county seems 
to be in favor of either an entire new 
structure or the ri habilitation of the 
old in such fashion at as to make it as 
good as new .

A Kemarkalile Bridge. 

Among the many odd nooks and cor¬ 
ners and crannies of the mild Emerald 
Isle is Carrick-a-rede, on the Great 
Northern railroad of Ireland.
